The  students  of  the  college  were  greatly  challenged  with  the  needs  of  the  world  during 
Homecoming  Week  when  Ur.  Oswald  J.  Smith,  pastor  of  the  great  missionary-minded  People's 
Church  of  Toronto,  Canada,  thrilled  our  hearts  with  accounts  of  actual  experiences  he  has  had  on 
his  visits  to  the  various  mission  fields  of  the  world.  'Why  should  anyone  hear  the  gospel  twice  be- 
fore everyone  has  heard  it  once?'  he  asked  in  the  regular  chapel  time  on  Friday,  January  14.  In 
response  to  this  appealing  message,  most  of  the  students  stood  to  their  feet  signifying  their 
willingness  to  go  to  foreign  fields  and,  if  they  could  not  go,  to  send  at  least  one  'substitute.' 

As  a  result  of  this  glorious  conference,  a  wonderful  new  zeal  was  imparted  to  the  student 
body.  A  noon  hour  prayer  meeting  was  started  with  a  different  field  especially  remembered  each 
day.  Some  of  the  girls  made  hallway  posters  to  remind  us  of  our  obligation.  Pledges  to  pray  daily 
for  foreign  missionary  interests  were  signed. 

We  have  had  many  challenging  missionary  chapel  speakers  since  Mr.  Casey  Smith  has 
sought  to  have  at  least  one  missionary  eacli  week,  tlvery  Tuesday  night  the  individual  bands  met 
to  pray  for  particular  fields.  They  were  divided  into  the  United  States,  Latin  America, European, 
African,  and  Asian  groups.  Occasionally  missionaries  have  spoken  and  shown  pictures  of  their 
fields. 


FIELD  WORK 


A  field  trip  through  the  Christian  Activities  De- 
partment of  Rockmont  College  and  Denver  Bible  In- 
stitute reveals  that  the  majority  of  students  are  gain- 
ing practical  knowledge  of  Christian  work  in  local 
churches  as  well  as  a  head  knowledge  in  their  classes. 
In  a  survey  made  in  April  only  thirty-one  students  re- 
ported no  regular  Christian  activity  assignnients.  The 
largest  group  of  students  are  working  in  Sunday 
Schools.  Seventy-one  are  enrolled  as  teachers  and 
thirteen  more  are  doing  other  jobs  in  Sunday  Schools. 
Nineteen  preachers  tie  for  second  place  with  the  same 
number  of  students  having  music  assignments.  Ten 
regular  pastors  are  students  in  the  college,  together 
with  two  co-pastors,  three  assistant  pastors,  and  four 


with  irregular  preaching  engagements.  In  third  place 
are  eighteen  students  doing  young  people's  work. 
Seven  students  are  in  gospel  teams  and  four  are  in 
rescue  mission  work.  Three  workers  each  are  assign- 
ed to  junior  churches,  boys  clubs,  and  Pioneer  Girls 
clubs.  Other  students  are  engaged  in  supplying  trans- 
p  station  for  Sunday  School  children,  raaio  work,  jan- 
itor work,  and  in  providing  Christian  services  in  hos- 
pitals, convalescent  homes,  and  the  Colorado  State 
Home  for  Dependent  Children. 

Rockmont  students  have  reported  that  under  their 
ministry  many  souls  have  come  to  a  saving  knowledge 
of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  a  large  numner  of  baclc- 
slidden  Christians  have   been  restored  to  fellowship.
